EDITORIAL 


Visiting Foreign Shoe Men 
Came Here To Look—But They 
Failed To See The Real Secret 


Okay-For-America-But-Not-For-Us Attitude 
Typifies Wariness Of Change For Progress 


I the past three years the UL. 5. 
government has played host to some 
100 foreign shoe men who came here 
to take a look at the way our shoe 
industry does things. This cost our 
taxpayers some $84,000. These shoe 
men were comprised of teams or dele- 
gations from Britain, Denmark, 
France, Norway, Belgium, Austria 
and Western Germany. Member firms 
of our shoe industry all over the 
country cooperated, giving their time 
and opening their factories to inspec: 
tion. 

This was a typical American ges- 
ture: help the other fellow. 


Did all this do any good? Yes, 
the foreign delegations were appre 
ciative of all the help and coopera 
tion. 

But did it do any good in terms 
of practical results? Did these dele- 
gations take home a fresh viewpoint 
with determination to apply what 
they learned from our U. 5. shoe in- 
dustry ? 

Apparently not. And here, we be- 
lieve, is a remarkable and significant 
story with tremendous implications. 

The reports issued by the delega- 
tions upon their return home were 
pretty much in agreement that man- 
agement in U, 5. shoe factories is 
superior; that our factory production 
methods are more efficient; that our 
labor management relations are bet- 
ter, and our per-worker productivity 
higher; that we make more and better 
use of our machinery. 

The awed European shoe men ad- 
mired all of these. 


But their conclusions settled 
upon one common attitude: The 
American system is fine for America 
but it won't work in our countries. 

The British, for instance, implied 
that increased productivity, Ameri- 
can-style, is often gained by sacrifice: 
ing quality. 
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The Norwegians admired the high 
output of our shoe workers, but said 
they figured they’d have to go on 
putting up with their own slow out- 
put because in Norway “the climate 
of life is different.” 

The Danes thought it wasteful 
(adding to costs and cutting profits) 
to hire more salesmen, do more ad- 
vertising, and promote more. 

The French saw insurmountable 
difficulties in moving toward shoe 
factory specialization such as in the 
U.S., in contrast to their own system 
where a factory makes all kinds of 
shoes in all styles and prices. 

To us, those and other conclusions 
echo of skepticism, pessimism, resig- 
nation, and reaction. To us, they 
have completely missed the dynamic 
core, the big basic reason, why our 
own industry has made such great 
strides while their own progress has 
heen sluggish and, in some instances, 
even retrogressive. Let’s look at some 
facts. 


Back in 1930, France produced 
b> million pairs; today, two decades 
later with a much greater population, 
her production is the same. Germany 
was producing 80 million pairs in 
1930, is today producing only 70 
million, Most other European coun- 
tries have shown either a decline or 
a tiny increase in production over 
this period, 

By comparison, the U, S. in the 
same period has shown a 65 percent 
increase, and Canada, with similar 
production and distribution methods, 
has shown a 55 percent increase. 

Now why? 

First, distribution. Here is one im- 
portant spot where the delegations 
failed to catch the full significance. 
To some of them it was a “waste” to 
indulge in all-out merchandising, 
sales, advertising and promotion pro- 
grams. Yet therein is the heart of 
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the answer to increasing per capita 
consumption, and hence sales, and 
hence production. 

But, said the delegations, that’s 
fine in the U. S. but it won't work 
in our countries. The clear infer- 
ence, of course, is that all Americans 
are rich and can afford to buy plenty 
of everything; if you advertise 
enough, then the people will respond 
because they got the money in their 
jeans to pay for it. 


Well, let’s go back a half cen- 
tury. At that time, Britain, Austria, 
France and Germany were at the 
heights of their powers economically. 
The U. S. was in the throes of its 
industrial revolution, but the pros- 
perity of the “mass market” was still 
to be realized. Yet at that time our 
average per capita shoe consumption 
was nearly three pairs at least 
double the consumption rate in those 
other nations at the height of their 
economic powers. 

The answer to that one, we think, 
is clear. We developed a mass market 
through fresh distribution methods. 
They didn’t. 

Take the matter of our worker pro- 
ductivity—-nearly twice the per-man 
output of those European countries. 
And our labor-management relations 
which awed them because of the in- 
dependence of the werkers; the sense 
of human dignity of our workers: 
the democratic personal relationship 
between employe and employer. Little 


And little 


progress is made toward it. Yet it’s 


of this exists in Europe. 


one of the reasons for our high pro- 
ductivity. But in Europe, they say, it 
can’t work there. 


What struck us significantly in 
all this is their reluctance to change: 
their failure to realize that people and 
human needs and wants are funda- 
mentally the same the world over. 

The core of our “system” is simply 
stated: industrially, to 
make a better product and lower cost 


constantly 


and lower price; materially, to enable 
more people to have more goods and 
raise our living standards. 
Evidently Europe has still to learn 
that the wealth of any industry, as 
with any nation, lies in its willingness 
to accept the inevitability of change. 
All progress and prosperity in all 
history has been based on that.

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There's good business ahead for shoe industry, says top statis- 


tician. . . . We're now exporting more hides than we import. 


... Saga of Cleo the Hippo ends on happy note. 


a Brisk pace in both shoe production and 
sales forecast to Congress last week by a leading 
statistician. A. W. Zelomek, president of Internationa! 
Statistical Bureau, Inc., told Joint Committee of Congress 
on the economic report that “distributors will be forced 
to replace every unit of merchandise in their apparel and 
foorwear departments” within next 30-60 days. Zelomek 
said consumer buying of soft goods has been above pro- 
duction for several months 


Three main factors cited by Zelomek as indicating 
increased consumer expenditures for shoes: | 
Need for replacements by consumers and distributors, 2 
Fast pace of population growth, 3. Shift of buying em 
phasis from hard to soft goods

Zelomek lauded shoe industry for meeting chal- 
lenge of intense competition, “Result has been che 
creation of many new styles and diversified items, attrac- 
tively priced, at the best values since prewar days.” He 
told Congress that footwear manufacturers have displayed 
the inventive genius and initiative “so typical of the in 
dustry in prewar days 


Speaking of production-consumption ratio, Zc! 
mek said pattern is for production to outrun consumption 
in one year, then lag behind the next while consumption 
catches up. For example, 1952 production was seven per- 
cent above sales. Last year, it was eight percent under 
sales. In 1950, industry produced 30 percent more shoes 
than it sold, In 1951, it sold 30 percent more than it pro- 
duced, On this basis, 1954 production is due for pick-up 
over 1953 


Zelomek’s predictions remarkably similar to re- 
cent statements of Julius Sehnitzer, director of Com 
merce Department's leather, shoes and allied products divi- 
sion. Schnitzer told Boston audience last month that 1954 
shoe production should be “slightly higher” than 1953. He 
emphasized need for good merchandising, hard selling, said 
healthy sales seem in order. Also, production this year 
should be spread evenly over the year whereas in 1953 it 
was sporadic from month to month

for first time has become a major cattlehide ex- 
porter, Two factors mainly responsible are high slaughter

In first 11 months of 1953, U. S. exported 1,- 
586,000 more cattlehides than it imported. In same 
period of 1952, we imported 256,000 more hides than we 
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exported. Whereas U. S. tanners formerly relied on im- 
ports for about 25 percent of their rawstock supply, indus- 
try is now sending out hides to overseas buyers at rate of 
200,000 monthly 


Yet hides prices continue to waver here despite 
what should be tight supply situation, Here's why!

Interesting situation posed by recent 
demise of Cleo, former star hippo of the Kansas 
City, Mo., Zoo. Cleo's hide was packed in 1,200 pounds 
of salt shortly after her death while Kansas City Museum 
officials set about finding a tanner who would agree to tan 
the hippo's hide. Idea was to preserve Cleo’s hide for pos- 
terity but task far beyond talents of usual taxidermy 


Cleo’s hide languished in city barn for almost two 
weeks while Committee for Continuing Cleo pleaded un- 
successfully with one tanner after another to help get the 
animal back on its feet. Director of Field Museum in 
Chicago turned down pleas, said he would be definitely 
unhappy if hide were shipped to him for preparation. 


Now comes happy news that Sterling Leather Co. of 
Newark has promised to tan Cleo’s hide. Operation will 
take fully six months. But Cleo will have everything wait- 
ing for her when she returns, including her voice. Latter 
was preserved by tape recorder before her death, will be 
used to make Cleo even more lifelike when she makes 
triumphant entry into museum.

FALL LEATHER SHOW 


Fashion Interest To Dominate 
Buyer Attention At Leather Show 


Promotional Colors Due For Active Sampling As 
Result Of Important Changes In Apparel Fashions 


Tanners are neither pessimistic nor 
optimistic as they move into the forth- 
coming Leather Show in New York, 
March 1-2. The much-heralded "'re- 
cession’ which had earlier sent a 
jitter wave through the industry just 
hasn't materialized. Nor is one ex- 
pected to. The much more realistic 
word is readjustment. 


In general, a tone of solid confi- 
dence pervades the industry. And 
with several good reasons support- 
ing this attitude. Perhaps most im- 
portant is the fact that the shoe in- 
dustry, consuming about 85 percent 
of the leather industry's output, is 
over the worst of its readjustment 
period which began late last summer 
as production fel from the near- 
record monthly peaks that had pre- 
vailed for nearly a full year. 


In every month since last August, 
shoe output has been appreciably 
lower than for the same month of a 
year earlier. This has taken sub- 
stantial slices off inventories; shoe 
inventories for retailers, and leather 
inventories for shoe manufacturers. 
There is virtually no indication of 
top-heavy inventories anywhere in 
shoe business. There are some signs, 
spotty, of sub-normal inventories. 


This is highly significant in terms 
of sales prospects for leather over 
the months ahead. Even if buying 
continues on a hand-to-mouth feed- 
ing proposition, it should over the 
haul ahead accumulate to wholesome 
levels. 
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Incidentally, the shoe production 
figures in recent months showing 
declines of 10-15 percent from corre- 
sponding months of a year previous, 
are in no sense as gloomy as they 
appear. An example: January shoe 
output was 11.6 percent below that 
of January 1953. The drop amounted 
to about 5.5 million pairs. However, 
January 1952 and January 1954 
were quite close in output figures. 


We can expect the monthly fig- 
ures for shoe output over the next 
few months to be appreciably below 
those of corresponding months of 
last year when shoe production was 
in high gear. But right after mid- 
year a switch is expected, with the 
monthly figures for 1953 to be at 
least even with, but probably higher 
than, the figures for 1953 from July 
to December. 


This is by no means crystalball- 
gazing or guess. Practically all reliable 
industry sources have estimated shoe 
production for 1954 to reach a mini- 
mum of 500 million pairs. We have 
not. in the early months of this year, 
produced at that rate. This means 
that there must be a catching-up 
period ahead of us to keep pace with 
a 500-million-pair requirement on a 
monthly basis. 

All this spells reason for confident 
leather business outlook. The indus- 
try has “stabilized.” as the experts 
like to call it. It has gone through 
its shakedown, last August through 
to the present. Prices in most in 
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stances are resting on a solid bot 
tom, unlikely to sink lower or show 
much serious fluctuation, 


But another important factor 
enters, Significantly, in all periods 
when shoe business slows down, in 
terest in all fashion factors spurts. 
The need to create and promote new 
versions, whether in design, mate 
rials, textures, ideas, to help inspire 
movement of shoes, This is pra 
tically “traditional” to shoe business 

From a fashion-interest standpoint 
there should be a great deal of sam

Show. The time is ripe for it to 


pling at the fortheoming 
happen. It is no odd coincidence 
that this year tanners are introducing 
more fresh promotional colors and 
textures than has been seen in many 
a Leather Show. Tanners may well 
be pleasantly surprised to find an 
extremely high level of sampling of 
these in early March. In facet, inter 
est in new colors and textures will 
far outshine interest in actual buy 
ing or prices al the Show 

Fashion in apparel both men’s 
and women’s—is undergoing some of 
the most dramatic and exciting 
changes seen in many seasets A] 
most all of these are bearing current 
and prospective influence on foot 
wear design and footwear materials 
leathers in particular, Shoe colors 
are due for some tremendously im 
portant shifts certain to have favor 
able effects on both shoe and leather 
business. 


One example The men’s branch 
of the industry has finally organized 
to do an all-out promotional job. And 
finally it has found the four-leal 
clover in its back yard: dark or navy 
blue in smooth leathers. Properly 
and persistently promoted this could 
well stand chance of becoming as 
strong as black in dress shoes, and 
at the same time comprising (with 
black and browns) a third basie color 
It is a far more “logical” men’s shoe

Men’s casuals are gradually open- 
ing a whole new vista of color possi- 
pilities. More colors, more shoes 
and obviously more leather. 

Juvenile footwear has also begun 
to spread its wings color-wise. In- 
fants’ and babies’ shoe producers re- 
port a steady rise in reds, blues and 
pastels, and in combinations. Con- 
versely, the conventional whites and 
browns, while still bread-and-butter 
items, have been showing a steady 
decline. Moreover, new design themes 
have begun to enter this field, which 
of course signifies more reception for 
new types of leathers and finishes. 


For instance, one maker has been 
testing reptile print trims; another is 
trying various novelty embossings as 
trim effects. 

In the older children’s shoes, 
from tots to growing girls, the trend 
toward more color and fashion has 
been very strong, and will continue 
more so. The increase in per capita 
consumption of children’s and misses’ 
shoes over the past few years has 
been truly phenomenal. Prior to 
World War II, per capita shoe con- 
sumption among this group was 
around three pairs annually. For the 


past seven years it has hovered 
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around five 
climb. 


pairs, a spectacular 

Industry experts have attributed 
this chiefly to one factor: the rising 
importance of fashion in this foot- 
wear. The “grown-up” look in foot- 
wear has opened opportunities for 
many fresh fashion innovations as 
distinguished from the conventional 
school oxfords and plain Mary Jane 
one-straps of the pre-war years. 

All this has, of course, not only 
increased the over-all use of leathers, 
but has brought in new types of 
leathers for these shoes. Suede has 
become a big item in misses’ foot- 
wear, for instance. And the use of 
more color, over-all or trim, creates 
combination effects. 


These trends have set up new 
opportunities and also responsibili- 
ties for the leather industry. The big 
opportunity, of course, lies in creat- 
ing footwear fashion ideas for shoe 
manufacturers, showing the new uses 
for new styles, treatments, materials, 
combination effects, colors, ete., in 
leathers. 

Tanners assuming this increas- 
ingly important role are rendering a 
real service to their customers, and 
are likewise opening new markets. 
Tanners are more and more realizing 
that expansion of their major market, 
footwear, will not come about with 
expansion of the shoe industry as a 
whole. Historically, this has proved 
to be a slow growth, relying almost 
wholly upon an increase in the popu- 
lation and a corresponding growth in 
over-all shoe production and con- 
sumption, 

More and more recognition is being 
given to the opportunities in fashion 

in creating new fashion themes 
with new leathers which help the shoe 
manufacturer sell more shoes. This 
has already been demonstrated in the 
women’s field. It is currently (and 
recently) being demonstrated in the 
juvenile field. 


But the real opportunities lic 
in such fields as men’s, boys’ and 
youths’, infants’ and babies, and 
slippers. It is here where per capita 
consumption has remained almost sta- 
tionary over the many years. And, 
if the women’s, children’s and misses’ 
fields are any indicator, it shows that 
the same vital factor—-fashion—can 
apply successfully to other types of 
footwear in inspiring sales. 

Therefore, leather’s role in the 
world of fashion will this year be 
more prominent from the buyer- 
interest standpoint than seen in years. 
The omen bodes good for the leather 
industry.

Final 1953 Output 
Set at 501 Million 


Shoe production for the 12-month 
_ of 1953 was officially reported 
xy the Census Bureau this week at 
501,180,000 pairs, decline of 7,354,- 
000 or 14 percent from the 508,- 
534,000 pairage of 1952. 

The Bureau found Dec, 1953 out- 
put at 38,021,000 pairs, 10 percent 
below Dec. 1952 output of 42,033,000 
pairs but 13 percent above Nov. 1953 
pairage of 33,522,000 pairs. 

Official figures for the year were 
almost two million pairs above a 
Tanners’ Council preliminary esti- 
mate of 499,417,000 pairs made 
about mid-Dec. The Council had es- 
timated the decline percentagewise at 
1.8 percent, 

Women’s shoe, sandal and play- 
shoe production in Dec, reached 16,- 
311,000 pairs, 10 percent less than 
the 18,028,000 pairs reported in Dec. 
a year ago and 26 percent above the 
12,921,000 pairs of Nov. 1953. 

Men’s output totaled 8,087,000 


pairs, also 10 percent less than the 
9,010,000 pairs of the previous Dec. 
but 19 percent better than the 6,- 
801,000 pairs of Nov. 1953. 
Declines from Dec. 1952 were 
listed in every category except babies’ 
shoes (up two percent) and athletic 
shoes (up 27 percent). All other 
footwear types showed drops ranging 
from two percent for misses’ shoes 
to 36 percent for “other footwear.” 
Housewear slipper output in Dec. 
1953 amounted to 3,305,000 pairs or 


21 percent less than the 4,161,00u 
pairage of Dec. 1952 and 34 percent 
below the 5,039,000 pairs of Nov. 
1953. Dec. footwear shipments to- 
taled 34.5 million pairs valued at 
$131 million, an average value per 
pair shipped of $3.79. In Dec. 1952, 
average value per pair shipped was 
$3.68 while it was $3.61 in Nov. 
1953.

First Machine Ready 


For Secotan Process 


Now In Transit To Eagle-Ottawa, 
Ready For Production Runs Soon 


The first machine for the revolu- 
tionary four-minute Secotan tanning 
process is now in transit to the Eagle- 
Ottawa Leather Co., Grand Haven, 
Mich. Up to now, the pilot testing of 
this new process has been done only 
with small, experimental machinery 
and equipment. 

The new machine will be ready for 
preliminary runs very shortly. It is 
a full size machine capable of han- 
dling the largest sides. It is expected, 
according to Dr. Ushakoff, that the 
machine will produce the same 
amount of leather with four operators 
as would ordinarily require 12 to 15 
workers. 

The new Secotan machine cannot 
be given a single descriptive name 
for the present, says Ushakoff, be- 
cause it involves numerous distinct 
operations which are combined in a 
single unit. The Secotan process and 
machinery starts at a stage equivalent 
to pickling. The sides are then pro- 
cessed through the machinery, and 
from there are ready to go directly 
to the finishing room. Between the 
pickling and finishing operations 
many regular operations are elimin- 
ated or substantially reduced in time, 
costs, equipment, ete, 

After the preliminary runs with the 
machine there will be full production 
runs. And here. for the first time in 
the lengthy development of — this 
revolutionary process, there will be 
forthcoming specific facts and figures 
on production, costs, labor require- 
ments, ete., as related to the process 
and new machinery.

in Brockton to promote the new Niv- 
top (R) all-leather sole which com- 
bines extreme flexibility with “breath- 
ability” has been announced by Rich- 
ard iF, Potvin, president oa Rh. Jj. 
Potvin Shoe Co. of Brockton. 

Originally developed by Potvin for 
use on its Buntees Hand-Lasted Moc- 
casins for infants and children, Niv- 
top has since been universally sought 
by many shoe manufacturers operat- 
ing in the U. S., Canada, South Af- 
rica, Australia and other countries. 

Secret of Nivtop soling lies in a 
special manufacturing process devcl- 
oped by Potvin (see L&S, issue of 
Aug. 15, 1953). A chrome leather 
sole of the type used by most manu- 
facturers of quality footwear is 
plumped or “leavened” to loosen and 
spread the fibers of the leather, cre- 
ate tiny air pockets. The leavening 
process gives the leather softness and 
flexibility while retaining its porosity. 
The soft surface of the plumped 
leather also provides greater traction.

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GOOD YEAR 


Retail Shoe Sales 
Gained 2% Last Year 


Dollar sales of the nation’s retail 
shde stores during the 12 months of 
1953 totaled $1,733,000,000, some 
two percent above sales of $1,694,- 
000,000 reported for 1952. 

This was approximately in line 
with estimated sales of all retail 
stores in the U. S. for the year, show- 
ing a total of nearly $171 billion or 
four percent greater than sales of 
$164 billion in 1952, according to the 
Census Bureau. 

Group II retail shoe stores operat- 
ing 11 or more stores accounted for 
$648,000,000 of the 1953 retail shoe 
total as compared to 642,000,000 in 
1952. 
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Combined monthly sales totals for 
both years were curiously comparable 
with $194,000,000 listed for Dec. of 
both years when Christmas sales ac- 
counted for much of the business. 
However, 1953 sales began at a faster 
pace than the previous year, showing 
a 12 percent gain over 1952 for the 
first quarter, dropping to five percent 
by the end of the second quarter, to 
three percent by the end of the third 
quarter and to two percent by year’s 
end. 

By areas, the Rochester, N. Y., area 
had retail shoe store sales during 1953 
seven percent above a year earlier; 
Sacramento, Calif., and Buffalo, N. 
Y., each had five percent above; Chi- 
cago, Ill., and Hartford, Conn., each 
three percent above; Atlanta, Ga., 
and New York, N. Y., each two per- 
cent above; Philadelphia, Pa., down 
two percent; and Los Angeles, Calif., 
down seven percent.

Taylor Again 
For the first time in its history, 


United Shoe Workers of America, 
CIO, has elected a president without 
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holding a formal election. This week, 
it announced that Russell J. Taylor 
had been re-elected for a second two- 
year term. 

Elected unanimously, Taylor re- 
ceived 103 nominations out of a pos- 
sible 128. Nominations were sent in 
by USWA locals over the country. 

Taylor served in local offices in St. 
Louis, Missouri, and was also a mem- 
ber of the General Executive Board 
of the Union representing the St. 
Louis area. In 1947 he was ap- 
pointed Legislative Representative 
for the union and in 1952 was elected 
president. 

He will be installed and begin his 
second term of office on May 3, 1954.

Hide Prices Ease Again 
As Tanner Interest Grows Draggy 


Best Activity Reported In Packer Kipskins

Packer Hides soften again. Ab.

New Hampshire Shoemen 
Eye Worker Training 


Shortage of Skilled Labor Brings 
United Action by Manchester Leaders 


Shoe manufacturers in Manches- 
ter, N. H., may join other members 
of the Manchester Industrial Coun- 
cil in sponsoring a training program 
to cope with the shortage of skilled 
labor. 

The scarcity of trained workers is 
hampering existing industries in the 
Queen City and discouraging new 
firms from locating in the area. 

The situation was explained by 
Harold R, Goldberg, vice prevident 
and general manager of the Evange- 
line Shoe Manchester, who 
urged the establishment of the train- 
ing program. Later, Mr. Goldberg re- 
vealed that he was working on de- 
tailed for such a 
project, which he would present at 
the next meeting of the Industrial 
Council,

Meanwhile, George Fecteau, terri- 
torial representative of the United 
Shoe Workers of America (CIO), 
warned that such a program might 
“glut the market.” He questioned the 
scope of the skilled labor shortage.

tem to forecast the number of trained 
workers that would be needed in each 
craft and guide the program to pre- 
vent training too many in one craft 
and not enough in another.

Lag In Shoe Business Expected To 
Activate Allied Show Buying Interest 


Need For Fresh Fashion And Sales Promotion 
Ideas Is Expected To Inspire Heavy Sampling 


The nearly 150 exhibitors of the 
Allied Shoe Products Show will have 
good reason to feel a sense of opti- 
mism as they prepare to entertain 
buyers, stylists and key shoe execu- 
tives at the Belmont-Plaza Hotel, 
Feb. 27 to March 2. With shoe busi- 
ness in a relative lull, shoe men's in- 
terest in all products or services con- 
cerned with fashion always intensi- 
fies. 

It is this atmosphere of intense 
buyer interest in which the Allied 
Show will bask. While actual book- 
ings are not expected to reach major 
proportions, sampling will without 
doubt reach a very high level—espe- 
cially in all instances where new 
products or ideas are available. 


Without question, the four-day 
Allied Show has become the indus- 
try’s most important show of its kind 

a semi-annual pivotal point for the 
launching of fresh ideas for footwear 
fashions, Exhibitors have become 
quite conscious of this fact that buy- 
ers and stylists come to this show in 
search of fresh ideas. Hence, most 
exhibitors plan well ahead to intro- 
duce new ideas here. Thus, when 
some 100-150 leading allied prod- 
ucts firms launch new products at 
a given place and time simultane- 
ously, the impact upon the world of 
footwear fashion is enormous, If for 
no other reason, the Allied Show 
today stands as one of the industry's 
most significant trade shows. 

Another inspirational force for the 
Allied Show exhibitors has been the 
recent relatively quiet spell in shoe 
business, Knowing that it is just such 
periods where shoe stylemen and 
buyers seek new ideas, most of these 
exhibiting firms have made a strong 
effort to come up with creative and 
fresh ideas to lure this prospective 
business, 

A variety of favorable forces are 
at work for these allied trades firms. 
One, for example, is the pressing need 


for shoe manufacturers and retailers 
to at least keep pace with last year’s 
sales figures and, if possible, to bet- 
ter them. 


For the first half of this year. 
both unit and dollar shoe sales 
(wholesale and retail) may fall be- 
hind those of the same period of last 
year. Thus, if there’s to be any hope 
of catching up with, or surpassing 
last year’s figures, it will have to be 
during the last half of the year. In 
short, the fall season primarily. 

Thus this forthcoming half year 
of “pressure” will require a number 
of fresh fashion themes and ideas to 
match last year’s shoe sales figures. 
The Allied Show, therefore, may well 
be relied upon to play the role of an 
“idea factory” for stylists and buyers 
seeking the fresh products to do the 
desired job. 

Still another motivating force, ac- 
tually a pressure force, is the chang- 
ing fashion picture in apparel—con- 
sidered the most drastic shift (men’s 
and women’s combined) in many 
seasons, Obviously, these will bear 
a strong influence on footwear fash- 
ions—on corresponding adaptations 
of materials, textures, lines, treat- 
ments, patterns, lasts, etc. 

In women’s, the shorter skirt alone 
is having a potent effect on all ac- 
cessory fashions, The steady revolu- 
tion in juvenile apparel is beginning 
lo create new concepts and oppor- 
tunities in footwear — particularly 
with greater emphasis on fashion in 
juvenile shoes. 

The men’s field, long self- 
conscious about its sluggish progress 
in footwear, shows signs of coming 
alive, signaled by the recent organ- 
ized promotional program under the 
National Shoe Institute and its men’s 
shoe committee consisting of shoe 
manufacturers and retailers. All shoe 
men agree that properly promoted 
and executed, such a program could 
have phenomenal results, It is cer- 
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tain that more and more new ideas 
will be implanted in men’s shoes: 
not only in summer casuals where 
the more novel treatments in patterns 
and colors are already meeting at 
ceptance, but in footwear for the 
cooler months, particularly fall and 
spring. 

Summed up, shoe business may 
face a new era, a new plateau, in 
creative shoe styling. And through 
this medium it may well open new 
markets, increase sales and per capita 
consumption of footwear. 

Though price is a perennial and 
basic matter in shoe products, and 
particularly in times of a slow mar- 
ket, existing consensus is that price 
will play a secondary role to “fresh 
ideas.” In short, allied trades firms 
that can produce the product or idea 
having good promise to lend _ itself 
to creative styling that inspires shoe 
sales, will find customers. In short. 
the need for fresh ideas in periods 
such as the present is just as power- 
ful a force of buyer attraction as the 
power of low prices. And price will 
usually give way to the good idea in 
the final analysis. 


Allied shoe trades firms report 
full confidence in business over the 
months ahead. Any year wherein 
some 500 million pairs of shoes will 
be made, as has been confidently 
predicted from practically all indus- 
try quarters for 1954, conveys no 
reason for any pessimism among the 
allied trades. 

Retail shoe sales in most parts of 
the country have been moving at a 
healthy clip. For the immediate 
period ahead, nobody sees any re- 
versal of this trend. In fact, a num- 
ber of shoe men feel that a real boost 
in shoe buying may take place in 
mid or late spring. 

Retailers have been found to be 
operating with normal and sub- 
normal inventories. Buying has been 
hand-to-mouth in most instances. 
Cause for this is simple: talk of reces- 
sion has implanted more-than-usual 
caution among merchants in many 
fields, However. 
steady consumer shoe buying, or a 
spurt in shoe buying, could easily 
bring about a drastic shift in retail 
buying. Any pressure on their down- 


shoes included. 


to-bone inventories would force such 
buying. 

It does seem that no matter which 
way the cards flip they'll flip in favor 
of allied trades firms—particularly 
those working with any branch of 
shoe fashion. And for that reason a 
“good show” appears certain in New
